THE FOWLER COINAGE BILL. 


F 


OWLER, of New Jersey, has introduced a bill 
by "instruction" of the majority members of the 


committee on banking and currency. 
The Com- 


moner prints the full text of the bill and we wish 
The Journal's space would admii of its reproduction 
in these columns. Its perusal, we opine, would con- 
vince every bimetallist that the financial question 
is far from being settled and that unity of action 
aajong all who believe that silver should not be ut- 
terly obliterated from the currency volume of the 
country was never more essential than at the pres- 
ent time. The bill contains three most pernicious 
propositions that are being urged by the financiers. 
It provides for branch banks and also for the retire- 
ment of silver dollars by their recoJnage into subsi- 
dary coin. In addition to these features the bill 
gives the banks control oi the paper money of the 
country. It is so bad, in fact, that the Republican 
party is not likely to pass it at this session of con- 
giess, for it would be hard to conceive a more in- 
iquitous financial measure. 
The. Commoner pre- 


dicts that an attempt will be made at the next ses- 
sion, immediately after the election is over so that 
indignation \\i!l have time to be somewhat allayed 
before the next presidential election. In fact the 
Commoner discussed these propositions during the 
last campaign and predicted that the bankers in- 
tended to push the measure through as soon as they 
dared to do so. It goes far beyond the original 
gold standard policy and should intensify, rather 
than lessen the determination of the silver men of 
Nevada and elsewhere to present a united front 
against the would-be destroyers, not only of the 
white metal, but of the emire financial system which 
constitutes the government the custodian of the 
currency volume of the country.

The Chronicle Pays This 


State a Handsome 


Tribute. 


The report of a rich »trik« ha* lust 


come out of th« Tonopah mtnlog dis- 
trict, Nevada. 
This camp attracted 


much attention last year because of the 
richness of the ore extracted from the 
outcropping* of the Mlzpah vein by 
the tributers who worked the property 
under' leases, which expired at - mid- 
night. December (1st. This vein has 
been explored for a distance of about 
1600 feet' to a depth, in some places, 
of 200 feet. In all of which .the ore 
was high grade. Parallel veins car- 
rying lower grade ore were also partly 
explored last year. 


It Is estimated that at least 17,000.000 


In gold and .silver was extracted from 
these veins when 
they surrendered 


their leases. 
The new discovery is, 


however, reported to have been made 
In a "wild goose" location, that Is, In 
territory which gave no surface evi- 
dence of mineralization, the formation 
in sight being nothing more than a 
barren wash lava. Its 
exploration 


semed to be the rankest kind of a 
speculative risk. 


But the adventurous miners who un- 


dertook the.task have been unexpect- 
edly lucky.' The shaft which they sunk 
pierced the .overlying alluvium to a 
depth of 240 feet, where It entered a 
rich lead in the permanent formation. 
This can fairly be called "fool's luck." 
Tbe estimates of wealth contained in 
he district based upon this new dis- 
covery are extraordinarily high, and 
may or may not be realized. • Time 
alone will determine. There is noth- 
ng in the discovery, however, which 
hould excite any one unduly, for the 
whole of 
the Tonopah district and 


miles of the adjacent territory are cov- 
ered by mining locations and any one 
ntwin^ the field must he content with 
'Irgln -ground remote from the scene 


>f actual mining activity. 


The discovery of the Tonopah depos- 


ts has strengthened the opinion that 
a continuously mineralized belt ex- 
ends along the western side of Nevada 
rom Mount Davidson to the nelghbor- 
iood of Mount Whitney in this State. 
The Cometock lode Is assumed by the 
heorists holding this opinion to be 
merely a "blossom" of the mlnerallza.- 
lon, and the Tonopah veins another 
iutcropplng "blossom" of 
the same 


haracter. 
Another rich outcropping 


f the same mineralized belt Is sup- 
>osed to appear in the high Sierra In 
.ladera county, at the southern end of 
he Yosemite forest reserve, where sev- 
ral mineral locations have been held 
or many years past on enormous ar- 
gentiferous ore bodies which have been 
xposed by the erosion of the deep Sl- 
rran canyons irv that neighborhood. 
The theory that the Tonopah and 


Madera county deposits are a continu- 


tlon of the Comstock lode is based on 
he course of the veins, the similarity 
f the formation In which they lie, and 
be character of the ore they carry. 
Be this as it may, a great virgin field 
f mlneralized'terrltory in Western Ne- 
•ada and the eastern part of this State 
s inviting capital to explore It. But 
he chief value of the Tonopah dlscov- 
rles is contained in the evidence that 
Nevada is only beginning to be fairly 
appreciate as a mining field.
